OKLAHOMA CITY. Feb. 20.—A 
practical demonstration of the dril­ 
ling of an oil well may be made 
soon for students at the University 
of Oklahoma. Drillers who have just 
completed a 550-foot water well on 
the university campus reported that 
at 300 feet they struck a small 
amount of oil with considerable gas, 
according to George P. Clark, chair­ 
man of the state board of affairs. 
The drillers, however, went thru 
the oil, and gas and put in casing 
which cut off the flow. Before this 
was done the gas came to the sur­ 
face bt the well despite the pressure 
of th# water above, Mr. Clark said 
the drillers reported. 
This well which has just been com 
plated, according to Mr. Clark, will 
sfurnish 500,000 gallons of water a 
minute, and afford an adequate sup­ 
ply fbr all needs of the university. 
The water produced is said to come 
from Colorado where the stream 
bearing it is saturated with melted

JUST KEPT GROWING 
The origins of these antiquated, cum­ 
bersome, costly, inefficient pieces of the 
national machinery that we call the 
executive departments show how any 
establishment lf well watered with 
government money will expand and 
bold together, no matter how conflict- j 
tag and incongruous its functions. i 
Hardly one of these great business es- j 
tebllsbments—dor that Is what they 
are—was planned. 
As they are today 
they just happened. 
Take the Department of Agriculture, 
for example, one of the greatest and 
most complex and wldespreading of all 
the departments. 
It is in closer touch 
and more directly affects the greatest 
number of people ta the United States 
than any other branch of the govern- j 
inent with the possible exception of 
the post office. 
It began in 1830 with 1 
en appropriation of $1,000, taken from j 
the patent funds for the distribu­ 
tion of free seeds and the collection 
of agricultural statistics by the patent 
office, then a bureau ta the State de­ 
partment. 
Now look at the darned j 
thing. It is all over tbe( place. 
The title of the department indicates 
its most important field of activities, but 
its functions have been extended to in­ 
clude the whole range of rural indus­ 
try and some branches of administra­ 
tion only very indirectly related to 
agricultural interests. 
For about 60 
years subsequent to the Revolution the 
general interests of agriculture were 
left almost entirely to Individual initia­ 
tive. 
Federal activity was confined to 
relatively narrow limits and was mere­ 
ly sporadic. 
Soon after the national 
government was organized some at­ 
tempts were made to establish a board 
of agriculture; but neither the first I 
proposal in 1796 nor a second effort ta 
1817 was successful. 
Shortly after the Revolution, follow­ 
ing the example of Benjamin Frank­ 
lin while in England, as agent of the 
colony of Pennsylvania during the 
years 1764 to 1775, American consuls 
and naval officers began the practice 
of sending home foreign seeds and cut­ 
tings for new' crops, and of aiding ta 
the introduction into the United States 
of new breeds of domestic animals. 
Even such small governmental partici­ 
pation was, in the beginning, rather 
extra-official. 
In 1836 the commissioner of pat­ 
ents, one H. L. Ellsworth, began the 
distribution of considerable quantities 
of seeds and plants received from gov­ 
ernment representatives in foreign 
countries; 
and 
three 
years 
later 
through his influence an appropriation 
of $1,000 was made for (he purpose o t 
procuring and distributing seeds of 
now plants, carrying agricultural in­ 
vestigations and collecting agricultural 
statistics. 
This was the historic be­ 
ginning of the much-talked-about free 
seed distribution. 
By an act of congress in May, 1862, 
since generally called the organic act, 
the activities of the government affect­ 
ing agriculture were placed under a 
separate 
and distinct organization 
known as the Department of Agricul­ 
ture, ta charge of a commissioner of 
agriculture. 
It did not rank, how­ 
ever, with the other executive depart­ 
ments, and the commissioner was not 
entitled to a seat in the President's 
cabinet. 
Isaac Newton, chief of the 
agricultural section in the patent office, 
was appointed the first commissioner 
of agriculture. Other officers provided 
by the organic act included a statis­ 
tician, a chemist, an entomologist and 
a superintendent of the propagating 
garden and experimental farm. 
The chrysalis was now ready to be 
broken. In 1889 the Department of Ag­ 
riculture was elevated to the rank of 
the other executive departments and 
Its commissioner was made secretary 
of agriculture with a seat in the Presi­ 
dent*s cabinet 
This was ta Grover 
Cleveland's administration. 
In honor 
of its new rank a few more functions 
were taken on. 
Bnt that's enough detail. It kept on 
growing. 
Beginning with an appro­ 
priation of $1,000 and two or three 
clerks, the department had, ta 1910, 
employees to the number of,12,480, and 
an appropriation of $12,906,000. Five 
years later the appropriation had 
grown to # $19,865,832 and the em­ 
ployees to 16323. 
The employees ta 
May, 1920, numbered 18,096 sad the 
appropriation given by congress for 
the fiscal year 1921 was $31.475368. 
The department has increased its 
coat of living in 82 years from a mere 
$1300—that is, $88.33 a month—to 
mare than $31,000,000 a year—$2,622,- 
947*88 every mouth. 
That shows as 
dearly and as sharply as It chn be 
shown how the high cost of govern­ 
ment living affects your own cost of 
living.

SWAY-BACK BRIDGES ARE FAST 
PASSING AWAY IN EVERY PART 
OF STATE IS REPORT GIVEN OUT 


foreign trade in agricultural pro. 
dupts has been so strongly empha­ 
sized for more than a year, that we 
may not realize that this trade is in 
reality much greater than it was 
before the war. The following state* 
ment, put out by the Department of 
Commerce at Washington, gives the 
official details of the transactions: 
The United States exported more 
than twice as muclT foodstuffs dur­ 
ing 1921 than in the pre-war 1910. 
1914 period, notwithstanding the 
fact that there has been a consider­ 
able decline since the peak of 1918- 
1919. 
With cereals and cereal products, 
we have exported during the past 
year thirty-one billion pounds as 
compared with an average of nine 
billion pounds before the war or 
more than three times as much. 
With meat products we exported 
during the past year about eighty 
percent more than the pre.war aver­ 
age; of vegetable oils practically 
six times as much; and of dairy 
products about eleven times as much. 
That exports still continue heavy 
in volume is shown by the fact that 
for the new wheat crop begin ting 
July I, we have exported one hun­ 
dred 
eighty-one 
million 
bushels 
against a pre.war average of seventy 
one 
million 
bushels 
or 
about 
two 
and 
one-half 
times 
as 
much. We have exported about eight 
time| as much rye and three times 
as much corn since November I. 
When we campare the values the 
ratio is still higher, as average 'ex­ 
port prices are still considerably 
higher for 1921 than were pre.war 
prices. When we consider that Eu­ 
rope, alone, takes between eighty 
and ninety per cent of the exports 
of food products, the large takings 
from the United States for ^he past 
year are really remarkable, considef- 


to furnish a 40-ton capacity. 
In addition to scores of single 
span bridges either built or under 
construction, several concrete struc­ 
tures of greater length and different 
construction are hfeing placed over 
a number of larges streams in the 
state. A cantilever concrete bridge 
is to be built soon over Kingfisher 
creek in Kingfisher county, it was 
said by highway officials. This struc­ 
ture will be 200 feet long, making 
its length the greatest in the state 
for such a bridge. A l?0-foot canti­ 
lever bridge has Just been finished 
on the out skirts of Guthrie and 
an 85-foot cantilever bridge is to be 
erected soon in Garfield county. The 
Garfield county program also calls 
for two 60-foot single span bridges 
and one 24-foot beam bridge, ail 
of concrete. 
Other counties in the centra! part 
of the state which are active in the 
construction of concrete bridges are 
Kay, Pottowatomie and Grady. Prac. 
tically the entire east side of the 
state is boosting the concrete bridge 
program. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Feb. 20.—The 
sway-back wooden bridge is passing 
from the scene in Oklahoma. In its 
place is coming sturdy, but grace­ 
fully ornate creations of concrete 
reinforced with ribs of steel. In the 
last three years hundreds of these 
white arches have been mounted 
over streams in the eastern “"and 
central parts of the state. Built of 
stone, crushed, powdered and rein­ 
forced into shapes desired by the 
builder of the bridges, these struc. 
tures today stand like ornamental 
rocks prepared to withstand flood 
tempest and time. 
The evolution of the permanent 
bridge in this states as revealed by 
the records of the state highway 
department, is an interesting com­ 
mentary on the progress of the com­ 
monwealth. When Oklahoma plains­ 
men relied on the fleet hoofs of 
cow ponies to carry them from set­ 
tlement to settlement, bridges were 
largely regarded as luxuries. But 
with the settlement of the country 
and the laying of roads over which 
prairie schooners transported famil­ 
ies into the new state of the south­ 
west and supply trains bearing pro­ 
visions began to push out into thej 
remote sections away from the rail­ 
roads, there came a need for some-1 
thing better than fords across the 
streams. Wooded bridges, roughly 
hewn from the timber of the sur­ 
rounding countryside, began to span 
the water courses, and for years 
wooden bridges only were seen in 
Oklahoma. 
Motor Truck C aused Change. 
Then with the advent of the 
automobile, the motor truck and the 
heavy equipment used in Ihe oil 
fields, wooden 
bridges 
began to 
prove inadequate. Steel was hailed 
as the logical successor, and many 
steel bridges were built throughout 
the state. From the standpoint of 
strength these bridges proved ade­ 
quate, and with few exceptions have 
not been replaced. 
But repair and maintenance bills 
were to be counted against them. 
Wooden floors had to be replaced 
and steel superstructures had to be 
painted 
to 
prevent 
rust. 
Bridge 
maintenance bills continued to be 
a regular item on the budgets ap­ 
proved by county commissioners. 
Then came the concrete bridge. 
Last year there was practically no 
money spent in the state on any 
type of bridge construction save 
concrete. 
When the state highway depart­ 
ment first began urging county offi­ 
cials to replace worn out wooden 
bridges with others of permanent 
concrete, almost universal opposi. 
tion was encountered. A wooden 
bridge costs from $16 to $20 a run­ 
ning foot while concrete cannot be 
used for less than approximately 
$100 a foot, according to highway 
officials. This difference in initial 
cost caused county commissioners 
to oppose the permanent type. Main­ 
tenance of wooden bridges aver­ 
ages $3 a foot annually, highway 
department figures show, while there 
is no maintenance expense in con­ 
nection with concrete bridges ex­ 
cept in the case of accidents in 
which 
railings 
are damaged by 
contact wRh heavy vehicles. 
Eventually most county officials 
subscribed to the highway depart­ 
ment's endorsement of permanent 
bridges, that section of the state 
composing approximately the west- 
tern third is the only territory In 
Oklahoma still cringing to the old 
type of bridges, the records show. 
Several premanent bridges, however, 
I have been built there, principally in 
the southwestern part. 
They're Twice arn Strong. 
Single-span, concrete bridges built 
la Oklahoma today have an average 
carrying capacity 
of 
twenty tons, 
just twice that of wooden span. It 
was pointed out-at the highway de­ 
partment that Oklahoma has no stat# 
law regulating the weight of truck 
loads, as have some states. Bridges 
with a 20-ton capacity, however, 
were declared adequate although In

Prof. Jensen Urges 
More Shade Trees 
And Public Parks 
PRISCILLA 


Prof. Christian Jensen, head of 
the department of forestry at A. &r 
M. college and secretary of thei Ok­ 
lahoma Forestry Association, was 
in Ada Saturday to help plan out 
"improvements in the appearance of 
the college campus. Prof. McCormick 
of the department of agriculture of 
the college intends to do quite a 
bit of work in the way of beautify­ 
ing the grounds. 
, 
Prof. Jensen is deeply interested 
in the planting of trees ana the 
beautifying of grounds both in cit­ 
ies and in the country. He sqes no 
reason why country homes should 
not be made as attractive as in 
town and his department and orga­ 
nization are urging that a course 
in forestry be added to the schoel 
curriculum, feeling that with more 
knowledge of the[ subject the great­ 
er will be the interest and the 
more trees that will be planted. 
For shade trees either along the* 
front or in the yard he recommends 
maple, American, elm, hackberry, 
sycamore and various oaks. If ever­ 
greens are desired he recommends 
red cedars, arbor vieae or som^[ va­ 
riety of pine. In a few years any 
of these trees will work wonders in 
the appearance of a place. 
Prof. Jensen is also an earnest 
advocate of more parks where peo­ 
ple of all degrees may find recrea­ 
tion and enjoyment. To this end he 
favors a system of state park§ and 
all the various communities can pro­ 
vide.
